Explanatory Note 

(This note does not form part of this amendment but 
is intended to indicate its general purport.) 

There is no provision in the Kerala High Court 
Service Rules, 2007 and in the Kerala High Court Service 
[Conduct of Judicial Test (Higher)] Rules, 2009 for 
conducting a supplementary examination for Judicial Test 
(Higher). A joint representation was submitted by some 
members of the High Court Service requesting to conduct 
supplementary examination. The Board of Examiners for 
the Judicial Test (Higher) considered the representation 
and recommended conduct of the supplementary 
examination subject to the approval of the Honourable 
Chief Justice. The Honourable the Acting Chief Justice 
referred the matter to the Committee for framing High 
Court Rules and High Court Service Rules. The Committee 
resolved that the Chief Justice may direct the holding of 
supplementary test at such time of the year as is 
considered necessary. The Honourable the Acting Chief 
Justice accepted the resolution. Hence the amendment.
